Eggs-Over-Very Difficult 

Some people who live in Denmark's Faroe Islands aren't 
satisfied with ordinary, supermarket-variety chicken eggs. 
They crave the stronger-flavored eggs of the fulmar, a 
seabird that nests along the islands’ towering cliffs. 

During a few days each May, daring villagers go on a 
high-stakes egg hunt. To reach the nests, they scale cliffs 
as high as 800 feet or lower themselves with ropes from 
the cliff tops. Then they climb back to level ground with 
their loot, which they cook like regular hen eggs. Luckily, 


the small number of eggs that people take has not threat- 
ened the fulmar’s survival.

Nice Price for Spice 
Saffronlis a pungent spice made from the crocus 
flower's bright orange stigma-—the long, sticky 
structure at the center of a flower. At $3,000 a 
pound, saffron is the most expensive seasoning in 
the world. That’s because the stigmas must be 
picked by hand, and it can take 14,000 of them 
to make just one ounce of saffron. 

In Spain, where the most popular saffron is 
grown, the women who harvest the stigmas have 
only seven to 10 days to pluck them out before the 
flowers finish blooming. Fortunately, only a tiny 
amount of saffron is needed to spice up a dish. 


Pigging Out 
Lots of people go wild for truffles, but they'd probably go crazy if 
they had to collect them. A truffle is a wrinkly skinned fungus 
prized for its pungent, sometimes garlicky taste. It grows near tree 
roots, three to 12 inches underground, in France, Italy, and Spain. 
Finding truffles is not easy—unless you're a pig. Female pigs are 
trained to sniff out the fungus, which contains a chemical also 
found in male pig saliva. A truffle hunter follows the pig through 
the woods until she locates a truffle. Then the hunter moves fast 
to keep her from gobbling it up, and gently unearths the fungus 
with a stick. (It will rot if touched by hands.) 
Some people use dogs instead of 
pigs, since dogs are less likely to eat 
up the prize. Still, it can take hours to 
nab just one truffle—which explains why 
they cost as much as $550 a pound.
